SAINTS’ unbeaten run 
came to a disappoint¬ 
ing end as they were 
beaten 1-0 by Stoke at 
St Mary’s. 

Ronald Koeman’s men 
went into the game looking 
to make it nine matches un¬ 
beaten in all competitions. 
But they returned from the 
international break look¬ 
ing decidedly flat and were 
deservedly beaten by the 
Potters, who scored the only 
goal of the game through Bo- 
jan Krkic after ten minutes. 

The game had a rather odd 
feel to in the opening stages 
after the somewhat bizarre 
scene of the players lining 
up in the cold for the French 
national anthem, a Premier 
League-wide initiative to 
show sympathy for the vic¬ 
tims of the Paris attacks. 

Saints were the first to re¬ 
ally get going and came close 
to taking the lead on six min¬ 
utes. 

Stoke failed to clear the ball 
from their box and it eventu¬ 
ally fell to Dusan Tadic, who 
hit a great left footed shot on 
the turn from a tight angle 
which whistled narrowly 
wide of the far post. 

Up the other end Maarten 
Stekelenburg got down fairly 
comfortably at his near post 
to save from Bojan Krkic. He 
was not able to repeat the 
trick on ten minutes though 
as Stoke took the lead. 

The Potters worked the ball 
from Xherdan Shaqiri out on 
the right to Erik Pieters on 
the left and he put in a low 
cross. Bojan nipped in front

of Jose Fonte at the near post 
and produced a brilliant fin¬ 
ish, flicking it home with the 
outside of his foot inside the 
six yard box to beat Stekelen¬ 
burg from close range at the 
near post. 

Stekelenburg came to the 
rescue to stop Saints going 
two down on 16 minutes as 
Stoke broke quickly through 
Bojan, who fed in Shaqiri. 

He was one-one-one with the 
Saints keeper who did a great 
job to spread himself to make 
the save. 

Saints had half a chance on 
22 minutes as Steven Davis 
delivered an inswinging free 
kick from the left which was 
met by Fonte but he could only 
head over. 

Stoke were really in control 
of the game, with Saints mak¬ 
ing some very uncharacteris¬ 
tic and basic errors in posses¬ 
sion. 

They were also struggling to 


cope with Bojan and Shaqiri, 
who were getting in between 
the lines to collect the ball, 
while taking an early lead 
gave them every incentive to 
defend deep and make life re¬ 
ally hard for Saints. 

Victor Wanyama thought he 
might get an opening when 
Jack Butland spilled a cross 
but the ball hit the Stoke keep¬ 
er who got away with it. 

A quick Saints break saw 
Tadic press forward and into 
the area but he fired wide 
from eight yards out. 

Cedric Soares took a nasty 
bang to the head from the flail¬ 
ing arm of Bojan moments 
before the break, causing an 
injury which required a lot of 
attention and an impressive 
bandage. 

When the half time whistle 
went there was plenty of work 
to do for Ronald Koeman. 

Stoke came out of the traps 
flying and should have been 
further ahead less than a min-

ute after the restart. 

Marko Arnautovic cut the ball 
back from inside the area to Sha- 
qiri who had the chance to shoot 
from just inside the area but fired 
over the bar. 

Saints recovered to start getting 
a foothold into the game for really 
the first time. 

However, they still were not 
quite flowing in the final third as 
they struggled to create a clear cut 
chance in the face of determined 
Stoke defending. 

Wanyama at least tried to get a 
shot away from 20 yards, though it 
went wide of the post. 

Saints made their first change 
on 64 minutes with Sadio Mane 
replacing Jordy Clasie. Steven Da¬ 
vis dropped into a deeper role with 
Mane playing through the middle. 

Stoke immediately responded 
with Ibrahim Afellay coming on 
for Shaqiri. 

Saints appealed for a penalty 
two minutes later as Shane Long 
bounced off Arnautovic in the 
area but referee Lee Mason waved 
it away. 

Stoke made a second change on 
71 minutes with Geoff Cameron 
coming on for Bojan. 

James Ward-Prowse was intro¬ 
duced moments later for Steven 
Davis. 

Arnautovic should have put the 
game to bed on 77 minutes as Glen 
Johnson played the ball round the 
back of the Saints defence, perfect¬ 
ly into the path of the on running 
midfielder. 

He had time to pick his spot but 
blazed over the bar when he should 
have scored. 

Ward-Prowse provided a decent 
free kick from a difficult angle as 
Saints tried to find a way back into 
the game but it was tricky header 
for Fonte who steered it wide. 

Stoke came agonisingly close 
to a second again on minutes as 
Afellay came in from the right and 
unleashed a fierce low shot that 
flashed just wide of the far post. 

Saints were asking for a penalty 


again moments later as Phillip 
Wollscheid attempted to clear a 
bouncing ball in the area but con¬ 
nected only with Graziano Pelle 
who was floored. It looked a much 
better shout than the previous one 
but again referee Mason turned it 
down. 


Koeman had one last roll of the 
dice with five minutes remaining 
with Juanmi replacing Cedric be¬ 
fore Stoke brought on Marne Bi¬ 
ram Diouf for Jonathan Walters. 

Ryan Bertrand kept Saints in 
the game with a minute left, clear¬ 
ing off the line after Afellay beat 


Stekelenburg. 

There were four minutes of add¬ 
ed time for Saints to try and get 
an equaliser but all that happened 
was a frustrating late booking 
for Pelle, which means he is now 
banned for the trip to Manchester 
City. 


Ron didn’t 
recognise 
his team 

RONALD Koeman said he didn’t 
recognise his Saints team in the first 
half of their 1-0 defeat to Stoke. 

The Saints boss admitted there was 
a strange atmosphere at St Mary’s 
with increased security and the 
playing of the French national 
anthem, all as a result of the attacks 
on Paris, creating a strange vibe 
around the ground. 

The performance was also very flat 
from Saints, who were lucky to trail at 
the break by just one goal, scored by 
Bojan Krkic after just ten minutes. 

Saints were a little better in the 
second half, and might have had a 
penalty when Graziano Pelle 
appeared to have been fouled in the 
area. 

But in the end Saints didn’t really 
deserve anything from the game with 
Stoke squandering several late 
chances to score a second. 

Koeman said: “Yes, we know it’s 
always difficult, but I think it was 
more difficult now because of what 
happened last week, because in my 
opinion I didn’t recognise my team in 
the first 45 minutes. 

“I didn’t recognise the atmosphere 
in the stadium in the first half, 
because about all the circumstances 
what happened last week. 

“I think Stoke was more 
comfortable from the start in the 
game with some mistakes in ball 
possession which makes it even more 
difficult. 

“Own goal, 1-0 down, but the 
second half was better. It was more 
close to the level what we can bring 
at home. The first 30 minutes good 
pressing, some good chances, maybe 
a clear penalty the second situation 
against Grazinao. 

“Also in the last 15-20 minutes the 
best chances for Stoke to kill the 
game. 

“Difficult. You know to beat Stoke 
you need a high level, you need extra 
quality up front, and the whole team 
performance was not the 
Southampton level.” 

• Saints will have to face the might 
of Manchester City without Graziano 
Pelle after the striker collected his 
fifth booking of the season. 

The Italian striker picked up a 
yellow card in stoppage time at the 
end of the 1-0 defeat at St Mary’s. 

He handled a high diagonal and 
then kicked the ball into the stands in 
frustration. 

It was Pelle’s fifth booking of the 
season, meaning a one-match 
suspension that will be served as 
Saints visit the Etihad Stadium.

Cherries take point after 
spirited Swans fight back

ANDRE Ayew came to Garry 
Monk’s rescue as Swansea 
fought back from a two- 
goal deficit to draw 2-2 with 
Bournemouth at the Liberty 
Stadium. 

Swansea were second-best for 
long periods and the manner of the 
performance will not convince the 
doubters that manager Monk can 
stop the club’s alarming slide. 

But at least Monk’s men showed 
plenty of spirit after Joshua King 
and Dan Gosling had fired Bourne¬ 
mouth into a commanding lead after 
26 minutes to give the Cherries hope 
of a first win in eight games. 

Ayew pulled a goal back within two 
minutes of Gosling’s strike with a 
classy back-heel and then won a pen¬ 
alty, albeit in dubious circumstances, 
which Jonjo Shelvey stroked home 
before the break. 

Monk had responded to Swansea’s 
run of one win in nine games by mak¬ 
ing four changes - regulars Federico 
Fernandez, Jefferson Montero, Gylfi 
Sigurdsson and Bafetimbi Gomis 
all dropping out - but the hosts were 
out of sorts and a long way removed 
from the side which finished eighth 
last season. 

Bournemouth’s bright start was re¬ 
warded after 10 minutes when Kyle 
Bartley’s attempted clearance struck 
Ki Sung-yueng and fell into the path 
of Junior Stanislas. 

The winger intelligently cut the 
ball back for an unmarked King to 
finish for his first goal since Febru¬ 
ary and his first for the Cherries in 


13 attempts. 

Swansea hit back instantly and 
Adam Federici was forced to deny 
Wayne Routledge and Eder in quick 
succession but Bournemouth were 
creating danger almost at will. 


Leon Britton’s slip allowed King to 
bear down on goal and Lukasz Fabi- 
anski saved and Stanislas saw his ef¬ 
fort rightly ruled out for offside. 

But there was no escape for Swan¬ 
sea when Charlie Daniels surged 


through a timid Swansea midfield 
and Gosling helped it onto Matt 
Ritchie. 

Swansea seemed as if they had 
stopped the danger but Ritchie 
picked out Gosling who finished 
with a delightful shot high past Fa- 
bianski. 

There were jeers in the stands 
but two minutes later they turned 
to cheers as Daniels climbed above 
Eder to meet Neil Taylor’s cross but 
only directed it towards Shelvey 

The England midfielder headed 
it forward to Ayew who had stayed 
onside to cleverly back-heel the ball 
past Federici for his sixth Swansea 
goal. 

Ayew was also heavily involved in 
Swansea’s equaliser as referee An¬ 
dre Marriner felt Simon Francis had 
brought him down in the penalty 
area, despite the Ghanaian appear¬ 
ing to trip himself. 

Shelvey stepped up to plant the ball 
firmly past Federici’s outstretched 
left hand and Swansea were incred¬ 
ibly level after being disjointed for so 
much of the first period. 

Bournemouth could count them¬ 
selves unlucky to be level but they 
continued to take the game to Swan¬ 
sea in the second half with Harry 
Arter testing Fabianski from dis¬ 
tance and Steve Cook flashing wide 
a far-post volley. 

Swansea briefly stirred towards 
the end when Montero made an im¬ 
pact from the bench, but Bourne¬ 
mouth will leave south Wales feeling 
they let two points slip through their 
grasp. 


Injury woe 
increases 
for United 

MANCHESTER United’s injury 
crisis has deepened after 
Phil Jones and Ander Herrera 
were both forced off during 
the Red Devils’ 2-1 win over 
Watford earlier today. 

Herrera provided a superb 
cross for Memphis Depay’s 
opening goal at Vicarage 
Road but lasted only 25 
minutes, as a hamstring 
strain meant he had to be 
replaced by Marcos Rojo. 

Jones was also substituted 
after the England defender 
twisted his ankle and United 
manager Louis van Gaal now 
expects both players to miss 
Wednesday’s Champions 
League clash at home to PSV 
Eindhoven. 

Watford looked like they 
had snatched a draw when 
Troy Deeney equalised with a 
late penalty but in injury time 
the striker went from hero to 
villain as his own goal gifted 
United victory. 

United already have a 
lengthy list of absentees, 
including Wayne Rooney 
(illness), Anthony Martial 
(foot), Marouane Fellaini 
(calf), Michael Carrick 
(ankle), Antonio Valencia 
(foot) and Luke Shaw (leg). 
Van Gaal also said striker 
James Wilson has a swollen 
knee. 

“We are in a lousy period 
because there are a lot of 
injuries,” Van Gaal said. 

’’Jones has a twisted ankle 
and Herrera maybe a 
hamstring injury. Rooney is ill 
and illness is a matter of 
days, not weeks. 

“I do expect that he shall 
play Wednesday. “Martial has 
a foot problem. It is not so 
heavy as the media has 
written but you never know, 
we have to wait and see.” 

United’s shortage of 
forward options offered an 
opportunity for Depay against 
Watford, who made his first 
league start since the 3-0 loss 
to Arsenal on October 4. 

Depay’s United career has 
been one of fits and starts 
since his £25million move in 
the summer and Van Gaal 
admitted this week he had 
expected more of the 21-year- 
old this season. 

A lively display, however, 
was capped off by an 
excellent finish in the first 
half as Depay struck a sweet 
volley into the top corner to 
give United the lead. 

“The goal was superb,” Van 
Gaal said. 

“A fantastic pass from 
Ander Herrera.”

Grimsby jinx strikes again 
as Spitfires lose to nemesis

THE Grimsby Town jinx continued 
for Eastleigh this afternoon as they 
were edged 1-0 in the National League 
by last season’s nemesis at the Silver- 
lake Stadium. 

Four times the Mariners beat the 
Spitfires last term, crushing their 
play-off dream, and it was the visi¬ 
tors who triumphed once again - a 
single Padraig Amond strike ending 
an impressive run of five straight 
victories for Chris Todd’s men. 

The Spitfires made two changes 
from the 4-1 win at Guiseley with 
skipper Ben Strevens back from a 
one-match ban and new loan signing 
Wes Atkinson making his debut at 
right-back. 

Joe Partington moved across into 
central defence to cover for the in¬ 
jured Jamie Turley. 

There was little to excite in the 
opening exchanges with two in-form 
sides sounding each other out. 

But it was Grimsby who settled 
first, forcing two successive corners 
in the eighth minute and then threat¬ 
ening in the 12th when new boy At¬ 
kinson dashed to the rescue in with 
a superb tackle on Alex Jones as he 
bore down on Ross Flitney’s goal. 

Not for the first time in recent 
weeks Eastleigh began unconvinc¬ 
ingly at home and had to block an 
Andy Monkhouse shot after Conor 
Townsend’s dangerous cross had 
been flkcked on. Then Will Evans did 
well to get the ball away for another 
Grimsby corner after Nathan Arnold 
had put Jones in again. 

The Spirtfires so nearly responded 
with a goal against the run of play 
when Josh Payne whipped in a dan¬ 
gerous free-kick from the left. James 
Constable rose and the ball came off 
a Grimsby head and clipped the bar 
on its way over. 

On 29 minutes Michael Green em¬ 
barked on an enterprising run down 
the left but, having got the better of 
Richard Tait, his cross was too far in 
front of Constable. 

Less than a minute later Grimsby 
took the lead right under the noses of 
their noisy band of travelling fans in 
the Mackoy Community Stand. 

Evans looked to have snuffed out 
the initial danger, but the Mariners 
kept possession and Jones played in 
top scorer PADRAIG AMOND to slide 
home his 13th goal of the season. 

As a bit of edge crept into the game, 
Eastleigh’s Andy Drury was booked 
along with Grimsby’s rather fortu¬ 
nate Craig Clay, who appeared to lean 
his head towards the Spitfires mid¬ 
fielder. 

Apart from a couple of flashes of 
promise from October player-of-the- 
month Yemi Odubade, the Spitfires 
were struggling to impose them¬ 


selves and Flitney had to get down 
among the boots to smother the ball 
on the line from Townsend’s danger¬ 
ous, low corner. 

The second half was a slow burner, 
just like the first, with only a turn 
and shot by Grimsby Nol9 Jones, 
easily saved by Flitney, threatening 
to warm up a chilly afternoon at the 
Silverlake. 

But, as Eastleigh began to go 
through the gears, Strevens had a 
shot deflected out for a corner after 
latching onto Payne’s clever lay-off 
and then visiting keeper Jams McK- 
eown got behind a firm strike by Jai 
Reason who had combined with Con¬ 


stable on the left of the area. 

Odubade then scampered his way 
into the Grimsby area but he didn’t 
have the strength to round the tower¬ 
ing figure of Aristote Nsiala and his 
shot squirmed behind. 

Alarm bells began ringing again 
for Eastleigh on the hour when, hav¬ 
ing been initially denied by Evans, 
Townsend tried to catch Flitney off¬ 
guard but the Eastleigh keeper was 
wise to it and managed to tip the ball 
over the bar. 

Odubade’s pace drew a couple of 
free-kicks for the Spitfires - the first 
at the expense of a booking for Josh 
Gowling, and then a frustrated look¬ 


ing Strevens entered referee Wayne 
Barratt’s notebook for clipping goal- 
scorer Amond. 

It was to be Strevens’ last contribu¬ 
tion as he was sacrificed for the extra 
strike power of sub Ross Lafayette. 

The next chance was the Mariners’, 
however, with Nsiala heading onto 
the top netting from Townsend’s cor¬ 
ner. 

Grimsby then made a substitutioin 
of their own, withdrawing the im¬ 
pressive Jones and throwing on fit- 
again frontman Jon-Paul Pittman. 

With Eastleigh needing to up the 
intensity, an increasingly scrappy 
game looked in danger of fizzling 
out. 

A ray of hope appeared when 
Odubade was upended yet again, 
earning a caution for Townsend, 
but Jai Reason’s free-kick was eas¬ 
ily headed clear by a commanding 
Grimsby defence. 

Then, with just seconds of the four 
minutes of extra time remaining, 
Eastleigh earned another free kick 
when Nsiala wrestled over Lafayette 
on the right of the area. But Payne’s 
free kick failed to find an Eastleigh 
head and the ensuing scramble came 
to nothing, just about summing up 
Eastleigh’s frustrating afternoon.

That doesn’t make it less worrying 
though. 

Adam Rant admits that it is even 
a different feeling for him heading 
to St Mary’s for the Saints game 
this weekend. It does feel as though 
something has changed. 

He will still be there, so will eve¬ 
rybody else, standing up and being 
counted for what you believe in, a 
world where innocent people are not 
indiscriminately killed. 

But it does still feel somehow dif¬ 
ferent. 

It was sadly inevitable that an 
event such as what took place in 
Paris would happen. 

Leaving aside the politics and reli¬ 
gion of the situation for a sporting 
column, if we are to assume that ter¬ 
rorists will look to attack then sport¬ 
ing and concert venues are obvious 
targets.

TONY Pulis has aimed 


friendly fire at Football 
Associations and insisted 
they should cover the costs 
for his international stars. 

The West Brom boss 
believes the governing bodies 
should pay the players’ 
wages while they are with 
their countries for friendly 
games. 

James Chester played 90 
minutes in Wales’ 3-2 defeat 
to Holland while Jonny Evans 
and Gareth McAuley also 
played the full game as 
Northern Ireland beat Latvia 
1-0 last week. 

Pulis has been a long¬ 
standing critic of 
international breaks and 
labelled friendlies as a ‘waste 
of space’ this month. 

Questions were also being 
asked behind the scenes at 
Saints after Shane Long 
plated much of the second 
half for the Republic of 
Ireland, despite only being fit 
enough to have one training 
session after five weeks out 
injured. 

Ronald Koeman refrained 
from any public criticisms of 
Ireland boss Martin O’Neill, 
but did admit he was 
“surprised” to see Long 
playing, and added that it was 
not what he would have done 
had he been in charge. 

Pulis said: “If you went to all 
the FAs and said that for 
friendly matches, you’re 
going to pay the wages for 
two weeks, and if they get 
injured you’re going to cover 
those injuries, and if they 
never play again you cover 
the insurance, let’s see how 
many friendly games are 
played then. 

“My argument is that at this 
time of the year there are lots 
of games. 

“They have played lots of 
games. 

“For Gareth McAuley to go 
away and play for Northern 
Ireland when he is 35 years of 
age and plays every game for 
us, then plays another 90 
minutes for his country -1 am 
not so sure as a manager I 
would do that. 

“I’m not criticising the 
manager of Northern Ireland 
(Michael O’Neill), that’s his 
responsibility to do what he 
wants.”

RONALD Koeman has insist¬ 
ed that Saints cannot rely 
purely on their front three to 
provide the goals they need 
to fire them to glory this sea¬ 
son. 

Graziano Pelle, Sadio Mane and 
Dusan Tadic have grabbed many of 
the headlines and the plaudits for 
their fantastic start to this season. 

The attacking trio have been on 
great form, and have helped Saints 
to progress up the table after an up 
and down opening few weeks. 

However, Koeman has warned that 
the team’s attacking threat cannot 
come purely from those three, and 
nor does he believe that he does. 

Koeman highlighted the perfor¬ 
mances of Steven Davis but also 
the threat posed by his full backs, in 
particular Ryan Bertrand who has 
been quite superb since his return 
from injury. 

The good news for Saints is that 
with a year of Premier League foot¬ 
ball under their belts, Koeman feels 
his front three have a chance of sus¬ 
taining their form. 

He said: “It’s also about the expe¬ 
rience of these players because last 
year it was the first season for Sadio, 
it was the first season for Dusan, it 
was the first season for Graziano. 

“They have now the experience of 
how tough the Premier League is, 
how tough the season is. 

“They are looking fit, they are 
looking sharp at the moment and 
that’s good. We need that kind of 
players. 

“Steven Davis also the last few 
weeks is playing a very high level 
and he is scoring goals for his nation 
that’s very good. 

“Ryan Bertrand is doing fantastic 
and it’s not about three strikers, it’s 
about the offensive mentality of the 
players and we need some support to 
the strikers.” 

Certainly on recent form the at¬ 
tacking trio would be regarded by 
many as amongst the very best in 
the Premier League. 

There are few other teams that can 
boast such a variety of strength, 
aerial ability, pace and skill, as well 
as the ability to deliver goals. 

It makes Saints a very tough side 
to play against, and that has been re¬ 
flected in their results. 

Koeman added: “I don’t know if it’s

the best but I think we have differ¬ 
ent ways to attack and that’s always 
more difficult for defending.” 

A hallmark of Koeman’s time in 
charge of Saints has been a refusal 
to allow the team to stand still. 

Instead, the Saints boss is always 
focussed on progression, and the lit¬ 
tle things that he and his coaching 
staff might be able to do to make the 
team better still, and that goes for 
attacking too. 


“We change some details with the 
understanding between Ryan and 
Dusan, and the running movements 
of course,” he admitted. 

“You do the training sessions to 
improve and to make players better 
and finally the team is winning.” 

Koeman is also pleased with the 
progress of Jordy Clasie. 

The summer signing had a tough 
start due to injuries, but is now re¬ 
gaining full fitness. 


“I think he makes goods steps,” 
said Koeman, who also manage Cla¬ 
sie at Feyenoord. 

“He played the last two Premier 
League games, not for 90 minutes 
but also the first friendly for Hol¬ 
land. 

“It was good he didn’t play last 
Tuesday because maybe that was 
too much in one week. 

“Now he’s ready and in my opin¬ 
ion he’s close to be 100 per cent.” 


SAINTS SPOTLIGHT 

Saints cannot just 
rely on deadly trio 

Boss highlights 
performances of 
other key players 
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ANYONE hoping that last season 
was going to be a one off can start 
thinking again, as the manager 
sackings and crazy off field ac¬ 
tivity continues to dominate the 
Championship. 

Clubs seem willing now to do anything to 
get to the prize of the Premier League pay¬ 
out, and that seems to be at the cost of the 
integrity of the league. So is the Champion¬ 
ship becoming something of a joke division? 

Over the past few seasons, the Champion¬ 
ship has been developing into one of the 
most exciting and well supported divisions 
in Europe. 

In part this is due to the extra money float¬ 
ing down from the top division and a steady 
increase in so called ‘large’ clubs getting rel¬ 
egated. But it isn’t just down to money; the 
excitement and quality of football on offer 
has also helped make it attractive and mar¬ 
ketable. 

Increased attendances have also meant in¬ 
creased focus on the division. Whilst man¬ 
ager sackings and Championship stories are 
hardly likely to make more than local news 
as far as TV is concerned, the press is an¬ 
other story. 

Only a few years ago, the entire division 
was allocated a single page for the week¬ 
end results round up. Now, some teams get 
reviews that are almost as long as Premier 
League teams and breaking news is often 
the headline on sports websites. 

Normally a little extra attention is a good 
thing, especially when you lived exiled away 
from the club you support. 

However, over the past two seasons, most 
of the press coming out of the Champion¬ 
ship is hardly good news. 

We have manager sackings by the bus load, 
owners more interested in making head¬ 
lines than running a club, fans sued for what 
they write and players going AWOL (among 
other things). 

Rarely a week goes by without a club hit¬ 
ting the headlines for the wrong reason 
and, whilst obviously other clubs in other 
divisions are also joining the party, there is 
barely a Championship club now you would 
define as well run. 

Just a look over the last couple of week’s 
headlines and we have four managers 
sacked, Bolton denying they are about to en¬ 
ter administration and Leeds’ owner refus¬ 
ing to sell the club. 

The most frustrating part of this is that lit¬ 
tle has changed from last season. 

With just a third of the season behind us, 
we have now reached the point where a third 
of the teams have changed their manager, 
which is pretty much the same as last year. 

Of course this isn’t to say that nothing 
good is happening in the division, but the 
incredible turnarounds of Brighton and

Birmingham are afterthoughts. 

Controversy and anger attract more hits 
than feel good stories and, as long as Cham¬ 
pionship clubs are delivering, this is going 
to be the sole focus. Exactly how to shift the 
attention back to the success stories isn’t 
clear and probably isn’t going to happen. 

The most obvious solution would be for the 
owners of Championship clubs to figure out 
exactly what it takes to run a club happily. 

Far too many of the owners have what I 
would see as strange ideas on how to deal 
with the fans and seem surprised when fans 
don’t take their ideas on board (especially 


when it involves name and colour changes). 

The lower down the football ladder you go, 
the more clubs need to keep the fans on side, 
and that’s something some of the new own¬ 
ers need to be reminded of. 

Teams with smaller fan bases don’t have 
scores of people waiting to take the place 
of fans that leave, and the only way these 
teams will survive is with the fans. 

The managerial changes are an issue on 
their own. It seems we are still dealing with 
the fallout from last season, where so many 
of the sackings seemed hasty, meaning 
that the right person was not necessarily 


brought in as a replacement. 

If managers aren’t given time to install 
their ideas and imprint on the team, then 
how much to blame are they when the club 
doesn’t do well? 

What the Championship needs now is 
a little bit of rationality to come back, a 
chance for players and managers to show 
what they can do, and a chance for the fans 
to enjoy supporting their team without 
worrying about the owners. 

Unfortunately what it seems we are more 
likely to get is another year of turmoil and 
madness.

GEORGE Best, one of Britain’s greatest 
ever players, died 10 years ago next 
Wednesday. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks back at 
the key dates in his remarkable life. 

1946: Born May 22, Belfast. 

1963: Leaves school and turns 
professional with Manchester United. 
Travels from Belfast with Eric 
McMordie, who went on to play for 
Middlesbrough, to Old Trafford. The 
pair return to Northern Ireland because 
they are homesick but United manager 
Matt Busby travels after him and 
persuades Best to come back to 
Manchester. Makes First Division debut 
on September 13 against West Brom at 
Old Trafford. 

1964: Makes Northern Ireland debut, 
seven months after making his first- 
team debut, against Wales in Swansea. 

1965: Helps United win their first 
league championship in eight years. 

1966: Mesmerises Benfica, regarded 
as one of the finest teams in Europe, by 
scoring twice in the opening 10 minutes 
as United become the first team to 
inflict a European defeat on the 
Portuguese side in the Stadium of 
Light. United win 5-1 and Best is hailed 
as ‘El Beatle’ by the fans. 

1967: United win league 
championship. 


George Best celebrates the 1968 
European Cup victory. 

1968: Manchester United become 
the first English team to win the 
European Cup, Best scoring in a 4-1 
extra-time triumph over Benfica at 
Wembley. Picks up the English and 
European Footballer of the Year 
awards. 

1970: Scores six goals in an FA Cup 
fifth-round tie at Northampton. Sent off 
playing for Northern Ireland against 
Scotland in Belfast for throwing mud at 
referee. 

1971: Withdraws from the Northern 
Ireland squad after threats on his life. 
Scores a hat-trick against Cyprus in 
Belfast. 

1972: Announces retirement. 

1973: Makes short comeback after 
making peace with new United boss 
Tommy Docherty before again retiring 
after another bust-up. 

1974: Plays for Jewish Guild of 
Johannesburg but his short spell in 
South Africa is characterised by his 
heavy drinking and gambling lifestyle. 
Dunstable Town manager, his former 
Manchester United team-mate Barry 
Fry, persuades him to turn out for his 
club in a friendly.

SAINTS were this weekend 
attempting to improve their 
impressive home record 
against Stoke City. 

In terms of post-war games, Saints 
have won 20 out of the 24 games 
played and have not lost to the Pot¬ 
ters at either The Dell or St Mary’s 
since the 1980/81 season. 

Here, Ryan Grant looks back at all 
the post-war meetings between the 
two clubs on Southampton soil. 

April 8 1961 

Saints 0 Stoke 1 - Division Two 
The first post-war league meeting 
at The Dell saw John Page miss an 
early penalty for the hosts. Mudie 
scored the only goal 18 minutes 
from time. 

April 28 1962 

Saints 5 Stoke 1 - Division Two 
Saints ran riot on the last day of 
the 1961/62 season, with both clubs 
sitting comfortably in the top half. 

Viollet gave Stoke the lead in the 
21st minute, but a brilliant 25-yard 
strike from Brian Clifton and a 41st 
minute goal from Derek Reeves saw 
Saints lead at half-time. 

George O’Brien netted a penalty 
in the 71st minute, with Derek 
Reeves and O’Brien again complet¬ 
ing the rout. 

May 22 1963 

Saints 2 Stoke 0 - Division Two 
Terry Paine bagged himself a 
brace as Saints triumphed in an¬ 
other last-day encounter. 

Paine was gifted his opener in the 
36th minute after Stoke’s keeper 
misjudged the flight of the ball, and 
he added a second shortly into the 
second half. 

Despite the defeat, Stoke still end¬ 
ed the season as second tier cham¬ 
pions. 

November 5 1966 
Saints 3 Stoke 2 - Division One 
Saints’ promotion from Division 
Two meant the sides met again on 
the 5th November 1966 at The Dell. 

Terry Paine continued where he 
had left off three years earlier by 
giving Ted Bates’ side the lead after 
four minutes. 

The winger then turned provider 
for Ron Davies to head home before 
the Welsh forward added his sec¬ 
ond nine minutes later. 

Second- half strikes from Dennis 
Viollet and Ritchie set up a nervous 
finale. 

February 3 1968 
Saints 1 Stoke 2 - Division One 
Burrows and Palmer gave the 
Potters a 2-0 lead, with Ron Davies 
grabbing an 89th minute consola¬ 
tion. 

August 28 1968 

Saints 2 Stoke 0 - Division One 
Terry Paine was on target again 
as Saints beat Tony Waddington’s 
Potters. 

Paine found himself free in the 
penalty box after John Sydenham’s 
corner was flicked on by Jimmy 


Gabriel to give Saints the lead in 
the 48th minute. 

Mick Channon doubled the lead 
two minutes from time. 

December 27 1969 

Saints 0 Stoke 0 - Division One 


January 30 1971 

Saints 2 Stoke 1 - Division One 

Brian O’Neil’s magnificent strike 
in the fifth minute gave Saints an 
early lead, before Stoke levelled 
through Jimmy Greenhoff. 

Just before the hour mark, Ron 
Davies headed home from a Tom 


Jenkins’s cross. 

August 18. 1971 

Saints 3 Stoke 1 - Division One 

Mike Channon put Saints ahead 
in the eighth minute with a com¬ 
posed finished past Gordon Banks, 
before Denis Smith then scored an

October 20 1973 

Saints 3 Stoke 0 - Division One 

Goals from Terry Paine and Bob¬ 
by Stokes gave Saints fans some¬ 


thing to cheer in a season which 
saw them relegated. 

In only the second minute, Paine’s 
cross was dropped over the line be¬ 
fore Stokes added a second. Stokes 
netted again right on half-time. 

December 31 1977 

Saints 1 Stoke 0 - Division Two 


Phil Boyar’s glancing shot from 
Nick Holmes’s cross was enough 
for Saints to claim victory 

December 1 1979 

Saints 3 Stoke 1 - Division One 
Phil Boyer’s opener was cancelled 
out in 68th minute through Alan Ir¬ 
vine. 

With the game heading for a draw, 
Mike Channon popped up in the 
88th minute to give Saints the lead, 
and Boyer doubled his tally 60 sec¬ 
onds later. 

October 11 1980

Mike Channon was pulled down 
in the box in the 29th minute, and 
Charlie George converted calmly 
from 12 yards. 

Second-half strikes from Munro 
and Hampton turned the game 
around, though.

A brilliant free-kick from Mal¬ 
colm Waldron in the 24th minute 
gave Saints the lead, before Dave 
Armstrong and Mike Channon saw 
them lead 3-0 at half-time. 

Stoke, though, hit back to level 
through Alan Biley, ex-Saint Dave 
Watson and Sammy Mcllroy 
Four minutes from time Mark 
Whitlock headed home a Nick Hol¬ 
mes free-kick to give Saints a dra¬ 
matic success. 

December 4 1982 
Saints 1 Stoke 0 - Division One 
Danny Wallace’s 74th minute 
strike saw off 10-man Stoke. 

Paul Bracewell had been dis¬ 
missed seven minutes before half¬ 
time. 

December 3 1983 
Saints 3 Stoke 1 - Division One 
Saints fell behind early on as Rob¬ 
bie James silenced the home sup¬ 
port in the 14th minute. 

Danny Wallace volleyed in from 
eight yards and 60 seconds before 
half-time Saints went in front 
through Dave Armstrong’s glanc¬ 
ing header. 

Mick Mills crashed a powerful 
shot into the roof of the net follow¬ 
ing great work from Wallace on the 
hour mark. 

March 16 1985 

Saints 0 Stoke 0 - Division One 
Saints failed to score against a 
Stoke team that hadn’t won away 
all season. The Potters were later 
relegated. 

October 29 2005 

Saints 2 Stoke 0 - Championship 
Teen starlet Theo Walcott’s third 
goal in as many matches eased 
Saints to a comfortable victory 
over 10-man Stoke. 

Walcott gave Saints the lead be¬ 
fore Marlon Broomes was shown a 
red card. 

Djamel Belmadi netted late on to 
secure the points.

ERIC Dier believes England 
have a lot to thank ex-Saints 
Mauricio Pochettino for. 

Unlike many Premier League 
managers, the Tottenham head 
coach is not hamstrung by “fear” 
when it comes to giving young 
players a chance, writes SIMON 
CARTER. 

Since arriving at Saints in Janu¬ 
ary 2013, the former Argentina in¬ 
ternational has embraced young 
home-grown talent like no other 
top-flight boss. 

Pochettino has helped nurture 10 
of the last 18 newly-capped Eng¬ 
land players, including the likes 
of Harry Kane, Adam Lallana and 
Nathaniel Clyne. 

All three featured in Tuesday’s 
2-0 win against France - a match 
which also saw his latest young tal¬ 
ents make their first international 
starts. 

Dele Alii repaid the faith with 
a goal and man-of-the-match per¬ 
formance, while Tottenham team¬ 
mate Dier continued to impress 
in defensive midfield having been 
converted into the role by Pochet¬ 
tino over the summer. 

“If you’d told me that in the sum¬ 
mer that I would make my debut as 
a midfielder, I’d have thought you 
were crazy,” the latter said. 

“I think the manager was prob¬ 
ably the only one who believed it at 
the beginning of the year and hope¬ 
fully I have proved a lot of people 
wrong. 

“I am really pleased the manager 
(Roy Hodgson) gave me a chance 
and hopefully I took it. That’s 
what you’ve got to do when you get 
chances.” 

However, chances are often few 
and far between for young Eng¬ 
lish talent in the Premier League, 
making Pochettino’s impact all the 
more impressive. 

“Our club manager is giving 
young English players a chance 
and if you take it then I guess that’s 
where you can end up,” Dier said. 

“That’s what all us young Spurs 
boys have been doing. 

“Maybe he just doesn’t have the 
fear that other managers have in 
giving people a chance, you know? 

“If we then didn’t take our 
chance, then we probably wouldn’t 
be where we are now. 

“He has no fear in giving you a 
chance.” 

The other five recently-capped 
England senior internationals who 
Pochettino has worked with since 
arriving in England in January 
2013 are as follows - Rickie Lam¬ 
bert, Jay Rodriguez, Luke Shaw, 
Calum Chambers (all Saints), Ryan 
Mason (Tottenham). 

Pochettino has indirectly given 
England boss Roy Hodgson plenty 
of food for thought. 

It is safe to say only a handful 
of England players can consider 
themselves an automatic choice for 
the first game of Euro 2016. 

There’s Wayne Rooney, obviously. 
Joe Hart, too. Gary Cahill probably. 

Is that it? 


Clyne has won nine caps since 
making his international debut a 
year ago this month. 

He has certainly done little wrong 
in any of his appearances. Against 
France he got into some good posi¬ 
tions, even if the standard of his 
crosses left something to be de¬ 


sired. 

In the centre of defence, Phil Jag- 
ielka, Chris Smalling, Phil Jones 
and John Stones will be competing 
to start alongside Cahill. 

On the opposite side, current 
Saints left back Ryan Bertrand 
has benefitted from injuries to the 


man he replaced at St Mary’s, Luke 
Shaw, and Leighton Baines to ap¬ 
pear in the last four England inter¬ 
nationals. 

Baines, who has not played a com¬ 
petitive game in 2015/16 yet for club 
or country, is currently recover¬ 
ing from an ankle ligament injury 
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ring English talent

while Shaw suffered a broken leg 
in September playing for Manches¬ 
ter United. 

If neither make Euro 2016, Ber¬ 
trand’s main rival will more than 
likely be Arsenal’s Kieran Gibbs, 
who replaced him in the starting 
XI against France. 

It is in midfield where Hodgson 


could be handed his main head¬ 
aches. 

He will be lacking players with a 
mountain of international experi¬ 
ence, men like the now retired Ste¬ 
ven Gerrard and Frank Lampard. 
But he won’t be lacking in poten¬ 
tial. 

Against France, the manager 


fielded Dier and Alii. 

If everybody had been fit, they 
almost certainly wouldn’t have 
played. In fact, they probably 
wouldn’t have made the squad. 

Dier has played less than 40 Pre¬ 
mier League games for Tottenham 
since Pochettino brought him back 
to England in the summer of 2014. 


Born in Cheltenham, Dier was 
brought up in Portugal and could 
have played for that country at in¬ 
ternational level. 

Instead, he chose the country of 
his birth and was rewarded with a 
senior debut against Spain last Fri¬ 
day week. 

Alii has even less Premier League 
experience - just 11 appearances. 

And all those have come this sea¬ 
son! 

Pochettino splashed out £5m in 
the January transfer market to 
sign the midfielder from MK Dons, 
though Alii was allowed to com¬ 
plete the season with the Bucking¬ 
hamshire club. 

He had first appeared for the 
Dons as a 16-year-old in 2012, and 
scored 16 goals to help the club to 
promotion from the third tier last 
term. 

In only his second full England 
appearance, Alii scored a spectac¬ 
ular goal against the French and 
gave Hodgson food for thought. 

Not only was his finish impres¬ 
sive, but also the way he slid in to 
tackle ex-Saint Morgan Schneider- 
lin to win the ball in the first place, 
prior to quickly getting up and 
receiving Wayne Rooney’s pass en 
route to scoring. 

Creatively, Ross Barkely won his 
19th cap against the French while 
ex-Saint Adam Lallana collected 
his 19th after coming on as a sec¬ 
ond half substitute. 

Both are shoe-ins for the Euro 
2016 squad, but it is the Everton 
player who has impressed more so 
far. 

But don’t forget Hodgson was 
without the likes of Liverpool 
pair Jordan Henderson and James 
Milner for the last two friendlies, 
while Jack Wilshere was another 
injury-enforced absentee. 

Out wide, ex-Saints pair Theo 
Walcott and Alex Oxlade-Cham- 
berlain were two others missing 
through injury 

And up front, Hodgson was with¬ 
out Daniel Sturridge, Danny Wel- 
beck, Jamie Vardy and Danny Ings 
- again, all injured. 

As a result, Harry Kane started 
as the lone striker with Rooney in 
a roving role behind him. 

Kane has shown he can score at 
international level, though none of 
his three goals have come against a 
major nation. 

You would imagine, though, 
that the greater pace of Sturridge 
would be preferred - providing the 
Liverpool man is fit. And, given his 
recent record, there is no guaran¬ 
tee he will be. 

After all, Sturridge has only 
played three league games for his 
club this season, and he only man¬ 
aged 19 outings in the whole of 
2014/15. 

Welbeck’s record for England is 
impressive - 14 goals in just 33 ap¬ 
pearances - but he is another with 
a questionable fitness record. 

He hasn’t played at all for Arsenal 
in 2015/16 yet as he continues to re¬ 
cover from a knee injury 


Eddie Jones 
is England’s

The club can display an illustrious roll 
of honour, with Australia international 
stars who passed through their ranks 
including Ken Catchpole, David 
Campese, George Gregan, Matt Giteau 
and Kurtley Beale. 

Coaching globetrotter 

Jones’ 21-year coaching career has 
seen him work in four different 
countries - Australia, England, Japan

and South Africa - holding head 
coach’s roles with the Wallabies, Japan 
and now England. 

Other ports of call include Tokai 
University in Tokyo, the Canberra-based 
Brumbies, Queensland Reds and 
Saracens. 

Red Rose thorn 

Jones coached Australia in 57 Test 
matches, which included Tri-Nations 
title success and reaching the 2003 
World Cup final, and his lowest win-ratio 
was against England. 

The Wallabies lost five times to 
England from seven starts under Jones 
- a 29 per cent success rate - 
compared to 33 per cent against South 
Africa and 45 per cent against New 
Zealand. 


Pep talk 

Jones has always been a fan of 
tapping into other sports for knowledge 
and advice, and preparations for 
Japan’s successful 2015 Rugby World 
Cup campaign proved no exception. 

Jones spent time with Bayern Munich 
boss and former Barcelona manager 
Pep Guardiola, and he said: “He is the 
best soccer coach in the world, and you 
always want to learn from the best.”

IT’S been the best part of 
decade since a young, home¬ 
grown player signed profes¬ 
sional forms for Eastleigh. 

Not since the days of Aaron Martin, 
who left for Saints in 2009, and Will 
Aimson, now of Hull City, have the 
Spitfires had much to crow about on 
the player development front, writes 
Wendy Gee. 

But speaking to teenage striker 
Tony Lee, you get the feeling that the 
appointment of a young manager 
in 34-year-old Chris Todd has sent a 
wind of change blowing through the 
club, stirring a ripple of hope in the 
youth ranks. 

When the 19-year-old from Shirley, 
Southampton, put pen to paper on a 
year’s contrast last week it was not 
only a thrill for the young man him¬ 
self but a sign that the club’s schol¬ 
arship scheme, which combines foot¬ 
ball with an education programme, is 
beginning to bear fruit. 

“I’m still studying at the moment, 
finishing the third year of the East¬ 
leigh scholarship scheme, and being 
part of that has given me more time 
to get my foot in the door and hope¬ 
fully get a contract, which I’ve done,” 
he said. 

“The contract came out of nowhere, 
but when the new manager took over 
I knew there would be opportunities. 

“The previous manager (Richard 
Hill) had his way of doing things 
which worked well, but I think the 
club needed a new look and having 
a younger manager with fresh ideas 
has worked. 

“Chris Todd knows the quality of 
youth players we’ve got and it’s given 
us the chance to try and step up into 
the first team. 

“Those first-team opportunities are 
quite thin at the moment, but I’ve 
been dropped in to play for Lee Pea¬ 
cock’s under-21s and we’ve had two 
games so far.” 

Born in Southampton and educated 
at Regents Park and Upper Shirley 
High, Lee spent around three years 
in Nuneaton after leaving primary 
school but came back at weekends to 
play on Sundays for Pace Panthers in 
the Tyro League. 

He joined Eastleigh as an under-15 
and, once Saturday football kicked 
in, it spelt the end of his trips to St 
Mary’s. 

“I was a massive Saints fan but 
when I started playing on a Saturday 
that killed it,” he said. “I’d play on a 
Saturday morning and then watch 
Eastleigh. 

“Dan Wright, who managed East¬ 
leigh’s academy at the time, helped 
me a lot and Lee Peacock’s been a 
massive help these last few years, get¬ 
ting me through day in day out. 

“I’m grateful too to Richard Hill for 
giving me my chance last year and 
for keeping me at the club and since 
Chris took over he has been superb. 

“Chris’s man-management is spot 
on. If you’ve got problem you can al¬ 
ways knock on his door.” 


The Spitfires’ senior pros rank 
equally highly in young Lee’s estima¬ 
tion 

“You sometimes get one or two un¬ 
helpful players at clubs, but every 
Eastleigh player is as good as each 
other, “ he said. 

“The forwards - James Constable, 
Jack Midson, Yemi Odubade, Ross 
Lafayette, Jai Reason - are all older 
than me and they help me day-to-day 
in training. If I’m struggling with 
something they’ll give me advice to 
help me perform better. 

“I train every time they do and I’ve 
not got a bad word to say about any of 
them. They’re helpful and they’re up 
for a laugh too. 

“I couldn’t think of a better Confer¬ 


ence club to be at.” 

While mixing with former Football 
League players on a daily basis can 
only be a positive, the down side is 
that they pose a formidable barrier 
to young players breaking into the 
first team. 

Lee, though, is up for the challenge. 

“The players I’ve got in front of 
me mean chances are limited, but 
they’ve all had good careers, whereas 
I’m only 19 and I’ve got a few years on 
them. Hopefully I’ll get my chance, 
not because of injuries, but by work¬ 
ing hard on the training pitch,” he 
said. 

“I do understand that managers 
can’t take risks (when points are at 
stake). Hopefully it wasn’t my fault, 


but last season I went on when we 
were 2-1 up at Dartford and we ended 
up conceding in the last five minutes. 

“Maybe I’ll speak to Constable, 
Jack and Yemi about scoring early 
and then I can go on and give them a 
bit of a breather!” he smiled. 

The other option short-term would 
be for Lee to go out on loan again fol¬ 
lowing successful stints with Lym- 
ington Town and Tiverton last sea¬ 
son and Dorchester and AFC Totton 
this term. 

“Hopefully the next move’s into the 
Conference South,” he said. 

“Clubs like Havant and Gosport are 
relatively close and I’m sure Chris 
will put me out on loan if he thinks 
the time’s right.” 


Lee exit a 
frustration

loanee Tony Lee would be 
signing professional forms 
for his parent club Eastleigh. 

On the one hand he 
couldn’t help but feel

“I’ve always taken a keen interest 
in how the club develops off the pitch 
and there are certain projects, such

“His is very strong and 
mobile and will give us a lot 
of good competition in 
midfield,” said Claridge.

CHELSEA have topped the Match of 
the Day running order more times than 
any other team so far this season - 
and have lost on each occasion. 

The BBC’s head of football Mark Cole 
says the “soap opera” surrounding the 
struggles of the reigning champions 
and the behaviour of their under¬ 
pressure manager Jose Mourinho has 
been a tough combination for the 
programme-makers to resist, with the 
Blues making five appearances in the 
top slot. 

Other than West Ham - whose 
victories against Arsenal, Manchester 
City and Chelsea earned them the 
prime position on the main Saturday 
night highlights show on three 
occasions - no other top-flight club 
have been shown first more than twice. 

Saints have not been shown first at 
all. 

Mourinho’s side have won just three 
league games this campaign. Two of 
them happened on a Saturday, but 
neither their win against Arsenal nor 
the one over Aston Villa was deemed 
good enough for the lead game. 

But the programme did decide 
defeats to Crystal Palace, Everton, 
Liverpool and Stoke - as well as the 2-1 
defeat to the Hammers at Upton Park - 
were worthy of going on first, with the 
action on the pitch usually enhanced by

the controversial words or actions of 
Mourinho. 

Cole said: “When the champions are 
losing, it is always a story. Throw in a 
bit of Jose Mourinho and it means they 
are quite often in the mix around the 
top of the running order. 

“We also look at the publicity side, in 
terms of what is going to be on the 
back pages of the newspapers, 
because that basically is what people 
want to see.” 

Asked if Mourinho himself was a key 
factor, Cole added: “Absolutely. In one 
of the last rounds of games, when he 
did his interview we actually ran it in full 
and it was about two minutes. 

“Normally we would put a couple of 
20-second clips in there, but we 
decided to run it in full because it was a 
really interesting exchange and we 
thought that was really insightful for the 
audience to see Mourinho’s state of 
mind. 

“It dominates so many of the back 
pages and it is something there is real 
interest in - what is going to happen 
next in the soap opera that is Jose 
Mourinho?” 

Louis van Gaal’s controversial brand 
of football at Manchester United has 
not fared well with Match of the Day.

The Red Devils have featured in the 
sixth slot - which was the last match on 
two occasions - four times and first just 
once. 

The BBC has been criticised in for a 
perceived bias towards United after 
documentaries about striker Wayne 
Rooney, former manager Sir Alex 
Ferguson and the ‘Class of 92’ group of 
players were aired, plus Salford City’s 
FA Cup tie against Notts County being 
selected for live broadcast. 

However, Van Gaal’s men do not seem 
to be getting any special treatment at 
all from the flagship highlights 
programme. 

“I think if you probably look 10 years 
ago or to when United used to play that 
free-flowing football... that was a lot 
easier on the eye,” Cole said. 

“It is not to say that van Gaal is not 
doing a fantastic job - and for 
Manchester United fans it is about them 
being in the top four of the Premier 
League and not the top four of our 
running order.” 

Elsewhere, Everton, Stoke, Tottenham 
and West Brom share the ‘honour’ of 
being on last the most times. 

Each club has closed the show on 
three occasions. In Spurs’ case, that 
makes up 50 per cent of their total

appearances on the show. 

Mauricio Pochettino’s men have had a 
fine campaign to date but they have not 
been given ‘main event’ status by Match 
of the Day. 

They have only appeared in the top 
three games on one occasion - their 
4-1 thrashing of Manchester City 
earned them the second slot on 
September 26. 

Neither Stoke nor West Brom had 
featured in the top three until the most 
recent show on Saturday, November 7. 

But while Stoke fans had the joy of a 
1-0 win over Chelsea to enjoy that night, 
Baggies fans had to make do with a 2-0 
defeat against Manchester United 
shown in slot three. 

West Brom and Tottenham are joined 
by Aston Villa, Saints, Swansea and 
Watford in never having been shown 
first this season. 

As for the unwanted last spot, six 
teams have avoided that fate - 

Arsenal, Chelsea and Manchester 
City, Leicester, Crystal Palace and 
Sunderland. 

Sunderland’s ability to avoid last slot 
may have to do with their tendency to 
leak goals. Of the 12 show-closing 
games to date, seven have ended 
goalless with an average of 0.66 goals 
per game. That compares with 4.33 
goals per game averaged in the 
opening game.

EXCITEMENT is building at 
Eastleigh FC ahead of next 
month’s FA Cup second 
round trip to lower division 
Stourbridge. 

It seems as if most of the ma¬ 
jor non league clubs in the Sports 
Pink’s circulation area have en¬ 
joyed a memorable cup run in mod¬ 
ern times ... with the exception of 
the Spitfires. 

That could all be about to change, 
though. 

Here, SIMON CARTER looks back 
at some of the best cup runs local 
non leaguers have enjoyed. 

GOSPORT BOROUGH 

Alex Pike was a Wembley win¬ 
ner in 1992, when he led Wimborne 
Town to a glorious FA Vase final tri¬ 
umph at the national stadium. 

Now, in March 2014, he stood on 
the verge of history. 

Could he become the first man¬ 
ager ever to lift the Vase and the FA 
Trophy? 

Against the odds, and in their 
first season as a Conference South 
club, Gosport had reached the Tro¬ 
phy final. 

There they found themselves up 
against Conference National heav¬ 
yweights Cambridge United. 

Still, it was a memorable cup jaunt 
for a Borough side who had begun 
their odyssey in the third qualify¬ 
ing round - beating Dorchester 
Town 3-0. 

Through to the semi-finals, they 
were drawn against Hampshire 
neighbours Havant & Waterlooville 
- their divisional rivals. 

A goal from striker Tim Sills gave 
Borough a 1-1 draw at West Leigh 
Park in the first leg. 

And Sills proved the second leg 
hero too - heading both goals in 
front of a crowd of 2,901, the big¬ 
gest crowd at Privett Park since the 
1950s. 

The final attracted a crowd of 
over 18,000 to Wembley, but there 
the Gosport fairytale ended with a 
4-0 beating. 

HAVANT & 
WATERLOOVILLE 

The Hawks have twice got the 
semi finals of the FA Trophy in re¬ 
cent years - in 2002/03 and 2013/14. 

But both those runs are dwarfed 
by the club’s truly remarkable FA 
Cup run of 2007/08. 

It was a run that began with a sec¬ 
ond qualifying round win at Sussex 
club Bognor Regis ... and ended at 
one of the most famous grounds in 
world football six rounds later. 

After beating Fleet Town and 
Leighton Town, the Hawks were 
drawn away to then Conference 
National club York City in the first 
round. 

A Mo Harkin goal gave the Con¬ 
ference South club a 1-0 victory 

Drawn away again in the second 
round at League 2 strugglers Notts 
County - two divisions higher in 
the pyramid - Tony Taggart gave 


the Hawks another shock single¬ 
goal success. 

The third round draw saw Shaun 
Gale’s Havant drawn away again, 
this time to third tier high-fliers 
Swansea City. 

The Swans led on 74 minutes 
when Andy Robinson struck a 30- 


yard free-kick, but Rocky Baptiste 
drilled in an equaliser. 

In between, Havant’s ex-Saints 
academy defender Brett Poate saw 
red for a lunge on Andrea Orlandi, 
with Swansea’s Alan Tate also sent 
off for his part in the melee that fol¬ 
lowed. 


The replay at West Leigh Park has 
gone down in folklore as one of the 
greatest nights in Hampshire non 
league history. 

Against a side from three divi¬ 
sions higher, Havant amazingly 
won 4-2. 

Even before they entered the re-

I still consider myself lucky 
enough to have been at Wembley in 
April 1992 to see Alex Pike’s Mag¬ 
pies create south coast football his¬ 
tory. 

Alex Pike’s Wimborne entered 
the FA Vase final against holders 
Guiseley as red hot underdogs. 

The Wessex Leaguers were over¬ 
run for the first 20 minutes and de¬ 
servedly went 1-0 down. 

All of us present were struggling 
to see a way back for the first Dor¬ 
set club ever to play on the hal¬ 
lowed turf. 

By half-time Wimborne were 3-1 
up and they eventually triumphed 
5-3 in one of the best matches I 
have ever seen. 

Strikers Tommy Killick and 
Jamie Sturgess both scored twice, 
with inspirational skipper Steve 
‘Taffy’ Richardson adding the oth¬ 
er. 

In the semi-final, defender Trevor 
Ames - a local hairdresser - had 
written his name into Wimborne 
folklore by scoring both goals of 
the second leg win over Lancastri¬ 
ans Bamber Bridge at Cuthbury 
following a goalless first leg.

play, the Hawks knew what their 
prize for victory would be - a 
fourth round tie at Liverpool. 

Ex-Saint Garry Monk, now the 
Swans boss of course, opened the 
scoring when he put through his 
own goal. 

Jamie Collins bundled in a sec¬ 
ond and Havant were in dreamland 


when Baptiste made it 3-0. 

Swansea replied with a Guillem 
Bauza strike before the break, and 
then Leon Britton saw his penalty 
saved. 

Jason Scotland cut the deficit 
to one, but Tom Jordan’s header 
sealed a phenomenal victory 

With Havant now the talk of the 


nation, the red-hot underdogs 
promptly went to Anfield and led 
1-0 and 2-1. 

The dream of the greatest upset 
in FA Cup history - that is not hy¬ 
perbole, that is fact - was alive at 
those points. 

Richard Pacquette’s header had 
put Havant ahead before Leiva Lu¬ 


Alex Pike’s Wimborne Town were 
the first Wessex League side to lift 
the FA Vase in 1991/92. 

Neil Hards’ Winchester City were 
the second 12 years later. 

The 2003/04 season was only 
City’s second ever attempt at win¬ 
ning the Vase. 

The first, the previous season, 
had ended at the quarter final 
stage when they were a Hampshire 
League club. 

Led by the talismanic Andy 
Forbes, Winchester won 2-0 at 
home against Wessex rivals Ham¬ 
worthy United in the second round. 

That was the last time they were 
to play at home prior to the two- 
legged semi final. 

Wins at Whitehawk, Mossley, 
Wroxham and league rivals An¬ 
dover followed, before City went 
to north Devon and drew 3-3 with 
Bideford in the first leg of their 
last four tie. 

Forbes and strike partner Ian 
Mancey shared the goals as they 
blitzed Bideford 4-0 at home to set 
up a final with AFC Sudbury. 

But not a final at Wembley, sadly

The World of Cycling 
According to G

FOLLOWING the briefest introduction, 
the standard sporting biography soon 
becomes little more than an extended 
CV, a written procession detailing early 
development, the benefits of hard 
work, a leavening selection of amusing 
anecdotes and, ultimately, reward and 
recognition. 

The propensity for a large number of 
ghost writers to stick to this template 
almost certainly accounts for the 
genre’s indifferent reputation and why 
so many sports books are such a 
disappointment. 

If any man had cause to reel off 
details of his incredible success, 
bearing in mind he’s still only 29, it’s 
Geraint Thomas, known to colleagues 
and cycling fans alike simply as ‘G’. 

Thankfully, G dispenses with the 
formulaic and presents us with an 
account which reads as though it was 
written by a massive cycling fan who

managed to get to the very top of his 
sport. 

Thomas’s rise was no fluke, however. 

He is a double Olympic champion, a 
talented rider who many believe will 
eventually become leader of a Grand 
Tour team, but he ignores such 
speculation to provide both a 
captivating insight into the sacrifices 
cyclists must make and an often 
extremely funny tale. 

We may have expected the former, but 
the latter is hardly a surprise: get a 
bunch of young sportsmen together for 
any period of time and what are they 
likely to talk about, or do? 

Thomas pulls no punches when 
providing details, but one senses that 
the camaraderie cultivated during late 
night drinking sessions or time just 
joshing around acts as a powerful 
incentive and provides sustained 
encouragement for injured riders (to 
get back on their bikes. 

The World of Cycling succeeds 
because Thomas avoids adhering to the 
standardised sporting biography 
template. 

It is obvious that he enjoys his chosen 
career and could fill scores of pages 
with details of the accolades, awards 
and trophies he’s already collected, but 
essentially Thomas simply loves being 
involved in sport.

TV cameras 
at Spitfires’ 
home match 

SEVEN months after their promotion 
hopes were shattered in front of the 
cameras, Eastleigh will return to 
televised action next Saturday when BT 
Sport screen the Spitfires’ home clash 
with Southport. 

When their last campaign concluded 
with defeat at Grimsby, Eastleigh’s 
Conference Premier play-off semi-final 
match took second billing to Chelsea 
securing the Premier League title on 
the same day. 

It was a different story, however, when 
the television station paid their maiden 
visit to the Silverlake Stadium, at the 
outset of the Spitfires’ first ever 
campaign in non-league’s top flight. 

Aldershot were in town on Thursday, 
August 14, 2014, a night when if you 
wanted to watch football on television 
this non-league fixture was the only 
offering on the menu. 

And BT Sport viewers would receive 
plenty of bang for their buck, as a 
fraught contest was settled by Ben 
Wright’s thrilling 93rd minute winner for 
the home team. 

Encouraged by the compelling fare 
served up under the Silverlake lights, 
the TV company were back at Ten Acres 
six months later, when viewers would 
witness a fast-evolving Spitfires’ side 
put Macclesfield to the sword. 

Whereas Richard Hill’s team had 



TV cameras at the Silverlake 
Stadium for Eastleigh v Aldershot, 
ridden their luck to see off the Shots, 
though, there was nothing fortunate 
about the 4-0 victory over their 
Cheshire-based visitors. 

With Jai Reason instrumental, 
Eastleigh ran riot in front of 4,126 
spectators, a record attendance 
inspired by the latest of chairman 
Stewart Donald’s free-admission 
initiatives. 

A number of those people persuaded 
along by the buckshee entry, to watch 
the home team turn in the performance 
that launched their charge for a play-off 
spot, would surely have been enticed 
back for more. 

So too BT, who waited only seven 
weeks before serving up another 
Spitfires’ feast for their subscribers. 

With their endeavours being beamed 
around the country, Eastleigh shone on 
their April trip to Lincoln City, to collect 
three points that Hill described as their 
most important of the season. 

That was the Spitfires’ penultimate 
game of the regular campaign, a 2-1 
victory most notable for a beautifully 
crafted team goal, finished off by Jack 
Midson. 

Furthermore, their win at Sincil Bank 
pushed Hill’s men to the verge of a 
play-off spot, with the deal sealed a 
week later with victory over 
Kidderminster Harriers.

WHEN it came to landing 
the biggest scalp in their 
69-year history Eastleigh 
were able to lean on the 
vast Football League expe¬ 
rience in their ranks. 

Now, following the Spitfires’ stun¬ 
ning start to life under new boss 
Chris Todd, there is a prize on offer 
far greater even than progress to 
the FA Cup’s second round, writes 
PAUL McNAMARA. 

That was the Silverlake Stadium 
club’s reward for toppling League 
One Crewe Alexandra a fortnight 
ago. 

Keep going as they are in the Na¬ 
tional League, however, and come 
the summer Eastleigh could be 
toasting promotion into the Foot¬ 
ball League. 

In this particular battle, though, 
one of the Spitfires’ main adver¬ 
saries can outdo Todd’s troops for 
their depth of league knowhow. 

To glance through the names 
turning out for Grimsby Town 
- this weekend’s visitors to the 
Silverlake - is to recognise a team 
stuffed full of rugged league cam¬ 
paigners. 

Since they made a habit of turn¬ 
ing over Eastleigh last season, 
when Grimsby defeated the Spit¬ 
fires on four separate occasions, 
Paul Hurst’s side have made light 
of losing the transferred duo of Ol- 
lie Palmer and Lenell John-Lewis; 
formerly the spearhead pairing for 
an uncompromising but expressive 
side. 

In terms of miles run on football’s 
higher plains, Grimsby now have in 
their number Padraig Amond and 
ex-Cherries defender Josh Gowl¬ 
ing, men who have plied their trade 
at the pinnacle of the game in Por¬ 
tugal and Denmark, respectively. 

What’s more, in Amond, Paul 
Hurst’s side have a valuable com¬ 
modity in more ways than one. 
The Irish striker, who spent the 
2010/2011 season with Pacos de Fer¬ 
reira in the Portuguese Primeira 
Liga, has already plundered 12 Na¬ 
tional League goals this season. 

The 27 year-old’s 160 Football 
League appearances across spells 
at Accrington and Morecambe 
were sandwiched by his move to 
Grimsby this year and his Iberian 
soujourn. 

Defender Gowling, meanwhile, 
whose Scandinavian venture with 
Herfolge came more than a decade 
ago, has only four fewer league 
outings on his CV than his prolific 
team-mate. 

The combined number of 
Amond’s and Gowling’s Football 
League appearances totals more 
than half of those accumulated by 
the entire Crewe team that lost to 
Eastleigh. 

At Grimsby, though, the 316 
league run-outs that this duo share 
between them, is trumped by two of 
their colleagues. 

Andy Monkhouse played 416 
league matches across sixteen 
years with Rotherham, Swindon 
and Hartlepool. If that wealth of 


experience already marks Monk- 
house out as a vital asset to his cur¬ 
rent employers, then so too does the 
fact that the 35-year-old was part of 
the Bristol Rovers side that broke 
Grimsby hearts in May’s Confer¬ 
ence Premier play-off final at Wem¬ 
bley 


Captaining the Mariners as they 
went down to a penalty shoot-out 
defeat was Craig Disley, a mid¬ 
fielder with 386 league appear¬ 
ances to his name following spells 
with Mansfield, Bristol Rovers and 
Shrewsbury. 

Paul Reid and Dan Harding are 


the only two men on Eastleigh’s 
playing staff whose exposure to 
league action runs to more than 
300 games. That would make the 
defensive twosome - both currently 
nursing injuries - stalwarts among 
Crewe’s fledgling squad.

Their team’s flawless on-screen 
record acted as further fuel for 
optimism for Eastleigh followers, 
heading into the Spitfires’ two-legged 
play-off encounter with Grimsby, with 
both games due for the live small 
screen treatment.

The national stadium was being 
rebuilt so Winchester had to play 
Sudbury at Birmingham City’s St 
Andrews instead. 

As a result, the final lacked the 
glamour of a Wembley showpiece 
occasion, but Winchester weren’t 
complaining after goals from Forbes - 
his 76th of an incredible campaign - 
and Shaun Dyke (penalty) had given 
them the greatest win of their history. 

AFC TOTTON 

The Stags’ greatest ever cup run 
coincided with the opening of the new 
Wembley stadium in 2007. 

Totton reached the 2006/07 FA Vase 
final, becoming only the second 
Hampshire club to ever get that far in 
the competition. 

As a result, they faced Cornish club 
Truro City in what was only the second 
club game ever to be staged at the 
rebuilt national stadium. 

There was no glorious ending for the 
Stags, though, as they were beaten 3-1. 

Danny Potter fired Totton ahead, but 
former Plymouth Argyle player Kevin 
Wills fired low into lain 
Brunnschweiler’s net prior to half-time.

Stuart Ritchie’s men came out 
fighting after the break but Wills who 
again broke Totton hearts, with a low 25 
yard drive past Brunnschweiler. 

As Totton pushed forward, Fouad 
Hamodu had two good chances but the 
Stags couldn’t make the final 
breakthrough. 

They were caught on the break by Joe 
Broad who struck six minutes from time 
to finally shatter the hopes of the 
thousands of Totton fans in a record 
Vase final attendance of just over 
35,000. 

There had been high drama in the 
previous two rounds. 

Totton had trailed in front of a record 
Testwood Park crowd of 1,309 in their 
all-Wessex League quarter final at 
home to Wimborne. 

But Mike Gosney forced extra time 
with an equaliser and Salisbury City 
loanee Lee Stevens struck the winner. 

Drawn against north east club 
Billingham Synthonia in the semi finals, 
Totton lost the first leg 2-1 at home. 

Goals from Mark Osman and Stevens 
turned the tie on its head in the second 
leg, though, before a 90th minute goal 
from David Wells levelled the scores on 
aggregate. 

After extra time failed to break the 
deadlock, it all came down to penalties.

Taylor cut his teeth in Hampshire 
League cricket as an 11-year old 
with Holybourne and won a divi¬ 
sional bowling award in his early 
years.

121-year history of the Stags. 

SHOLING 

The Wessex League had to wait 10 
more years after Winchester’s 2004 
success before they could celebrate a 
third Vase success. 

This time it was Southampton-based 
Sholing who lifted the silverware, and 
they got to do it at Wembley. 

In their first Vase campaign as 
Sholing - they had previously entered 
the tournament as VTFC - Dave 
Diaper’s Boatmen were expected to do 
well. 

They lived up to that billing by beating 
former Vase winners Winchester City 
1-0 away in the second round, before 
further triumphs against Folland 
Sports, Reading Town, Hullbridge 
Sports, Larkhall and Wisbech. 

Drawn against Eastbourne United in 
the semi-final, Sholing needed a late 
equaliser from midfielder Mike Carter 
to claim a 2-2 draw at their own 
Silverlake Arena in the first leg.

And a few weeks later, at Wembley, 
there were even more celebrations as a 
second half goal from Marvin McLean 
gave that season’s Wessex League 
champions victory over West Auckland 
Town. 

FARNBOROUGH TOWN 

Back in 1991/92, the north Hampshire 
club were the talk of the nation after 
drawing 1-1 with West Ham in an FA 
Cup third round tie at Upton Park. 

After Julian Dicks had given the 
Hammers the lead, Boro levelled eight 
minutes from time when Dean Coney 
converted a penalty. 

The replay was also held at Upton 
Park, and again Boro put up a 
remarkable fight against a Hammers 
side then in the second tier. 

They only lost 1-0, and the only goal - 
from Trevor Morley - agonisingly came 
two minutes from the end of normal 
time.
